Macon, Ga., August 21.—(/)—A 
tornado, or a series of tornadoes, 
struck in southern Georgia between 
1 and 4 o'clock thia afternoon, killed 
at least three persons and caused con- 
siderable property damage. Wires 
are down in many sections and it 
was impossible to get full reports. 

Over the long-distance telephone 
late tonight, however, it was said by 
the Tifton correspondent that the tor- 
nado died down to a heavy rain in 
that city, while at Eldorado, 12 miles 
away, it took the form of a near 
cloudburst. ‘The wires are down to 
Omega in that county. 

First reports of the storm from 

e southwestern part of the state 
came from Blakely, in Early county, 
where violent lightning was reported. 
Trees were uprooted and wires torn 
down in that city. 

The most seriocs damage appears 
to have occurred in the vicinity of 
Sale City, in Mitchell county, where 
three persons were killed. 

In many sections of southern Geor- 
gia there wag heavy rain. This caus- 
ed a drop in temperature, bringing 
relief to the people after the unprece- 
dented heat of the last few days.

YOUNG VICTIM DIES 
AT GRADY HOSPITAL 


Passengers in Car Say 
Youth Jumped From 
Wagon Into Path of Au- 
tomobile. 


Returning to his home on McT.en- 
don avenue from the little farm which 
his father had recently purchased in 
Forest Park, Harold Cook, 11-year- 
old son of Mr. and Mrs. J. T. Cook, 
Friday night was struck by a tour- 
ing car, receiving internal injuries 
from which he died a short time after 
his arrival at Grady hospital. The 
accident occurred on the Brown Mill 
road. 

Six witnesses, according to County 
Policemen W. A. Riley and W. A. 
Wells, stated that the accident was 
unavoidable, and no charge had been 
made against the driver of the ear, 
Stewart Moore, 18, late Friday night. 

The youthful driver is the son of 
C. A. Moore, connected with a local 
haberdashery, who lives on the Brown 
Mill road, a short distance from the 
spot where the fatal accident occurred. 
In the car with him were his sisters, 
Miss Frances Moore, his eight-year- 
old brother, Charlie, and Miss Lois 
Hutchins, of Detroit, who is visiting 
the Moore family. 

Describes Accident. 

Miss Ilutchins and Miss Moore 
stated that the victim jumped off the 
rear of a wagon in the path of the 
automobile which Moore was driving 
just as the machine started to pass 
the wagon. They said that he ap- 
parently stubbed his foot and fell on 
the pavement in front of the car. 
Both were under the impression, how- 
ever, that the automobile did not pass 
over the boy's body. Surgeons at 
the Grady hospital reported death to 
have been due to internal  hem- 
orrhages. 

Hlarold had gone to the new farm 
his father had bought for the pur- 
pose of showing a negro man some 
wells that were to be cleaned out.

Body Unidentified for Hour.

He was conscious all 
the way to the hospital, however, ac- 
cording to Miss Hutchins, who stated 
that he told them his father was 
connected with a laundry on Walker 
street. 

He is survived by his father and 
mother: two brothers and three sis- 
ters, Blevin, Howard, Lillian, Helen 
and Marian; his grandmtether, Mrs. 
J. ©. Shook, of Statesville, N. C., and 
his grandfather, George Cook, of New- 
ton, N.C. 

The body was removed to the chapel 
of Hl. M. Patterson+& Son, who will 
have charge of funeral arrangements.

SENATE MEASURES 
PASSED BY HOUSE 


House Disagrees With 
Amendments To Money 
Bills. Senate To Act on 
Distillation Bill. 


Leaders of the two houses of the 
Georgia general assembly, having 
reached a treaty agreement. that 
called for immediate consideration by 
the senate of the house gasoline dis- 
tillation bill; lifting of the house 
death ban on all senate bills, and an 
open fight on the vital appropriations 
act, the lower house of the legisla- 
ture Friday disposed of a number of 
important measures with prospects of 
adjourning tonight without an extra 
session being necessary. 

Late in the afternoon it passed by 
substitute the senate motor vehicle 
registration bill by a vote of 106 to 
22. The measure, which now goes to 
the governor for his signature, pro- 
vides that all motor vehicle owners 


must secure cards of title on register- 
ing cars with the state; these cards 
must be presented or title satisfactorily 
established for future registration, 
and that evidence of title must be 
transferred on sale of automobiles. 


Will Halt Auto Thefts. 


The measure is designed to halt 
theft of ears, and its supporters de- 
clare that it will afford immediate 
and efficient relief from this evil. The 
senate later concurred in the substi- 
tute. 

An amendment by Bussey. of Crisp, 
seeking to place motor bus lines under 
control of the state public service 
commission, was defeated. 

Another important bill disposed of 
by the house Friday was the forestry 
contract measure, which was tabled 
and thus automatically killed for the 
session. 

On the basis of the agreement be- 
tween house and senate leaders, the 
senute voted to disagree with an ad- 
verse report of its agricultural com- 
mittee on the house gasoline distilla- 
tion test bill and the house lifted its 
retaliatory measure against all senate 
mersures, 

As a consequence, the house passed 
a number of senate bills Friday and it 
is understood that the senate will act 
4 morning on the distillation test 
bill. 

Meanwhile the situation with refer- 
ence to the appropriations bill—fail- 
ure to pass which would result in an 
extra session—underwent a change. 
Friday the house disagreed with all 
senate amendments to the. measure, 
amendments which add approximately 
$800,000 annually to it. The bill was 
immédiately transmitted to the sen- 
ate and the upper house will take im- 
mediate action on the house’s recom- 
mendation that the amendments be 
withdrawn. 

While no_ solution to the usual 
efeventh-hour game of battledore ana 
shuttlecock over the appropriations 
measure has developed, the clarifying 
agreement of Friday has at least re 
sulted in placing the house and sen 
ate in the attitude of open battle; and 
this is vastly- preferable to the pose of 
surly retaliation assumed by the two 
bodies Thursday. On that day the 
heuse announced its determination to 
kill bills of all senators who voted 
t» refer the distillation test act to a 
committee. 

Gas Test Bill Fought. 

Leaders in the nouse fight on Com 
missioner of Agriculture J. J. Brown 
charged that these senators were de- 
lil-erately trying to shunt the distilla- 
tion bill into committee and allow it 
to die in the final rush of business. 
and they pledged themselves to a re- 
trliatory system of killing senate bills 
indiscriminately in order to force the 
reasure onto the senate floor. At the 
same time the open enmity of the 
twe houses resulted in a general be- 
ciouding of issues involved in passage 
of the appropriations bill. 

However, with the appropriations 
act now thrown again into fair 
and impersonal fight, and with the 
senate slated to vote on the distilla- 
tion test act immediately, hopes are 
running high for a satisfactory end of 
the legislative session tonight.

Buenos Aires, August 21.—A

Cross- 
ing the southern Pacific ocean, Wales 
spent hours exercising cr reading in 
vessel where

In Africa, 
from his train and walked, with 
spurts of running for miles for the 
sake of his health and figure. At 


home, he finds plenty to keep him thin 
aboard a polo pony or in point-to- 
point races. 

The prince takes keen delight in 
social functions, and particularly in 
dancing. . Apparently the Argentine 
senoritas attract the royal visitor, for 
he remains always until the last 
dance, although he is obviously bored 
with official functions, military pa- 
rades and the like.

WHEN EDITOR 
ONUUTS JUDGE 


Carl Magee, Stormy Pet- 
rel of New Mexico Poli- 
tics, Kills Bystander 
During Pistol Battle. 


Trouble Between Couple 
Had Been Brewing More 
Than Two Years in New 
Mexico. 


ast Las Vegas, N. M., August 21. 
(P)—Carl Magee, Albuquerque editor, 
and storm center of New Mexico poli- 
tics, tonight shot and killed John B. 
Lassater, a state employee, in a hotel 
here when, in a fight with former 
District Judge D. J. Leahy, his poiti- 
cal enemy, he drew a revolver and fired 
suddenly. Eassater was a by-stander. 

Magee fired two shots after he had 
been knocked down to the floor by 
Leahy, the first shot striking Lassater 
and the second wounding Leahy in the 
arm. 

Leahy was the district judge who 
tried Magee in two cases, both of 
which gained national publicity. 

Leahy Pummels Magee. 

Leahy walked into the hotel, 
nesses of the shooting said, and imme- 
diately approached Magee and began 
pummeling him. 

Magee was taken into custody by 
Sheriff Lorenzo del Gado, of San Mi- 
guel county, but no charge had been 
filed against him early tonight. 

The political feud between former 
Judge Leahy and Magee reached its 
crux ‘in July, 1923, when a jury in 
Leahy’s court convicted the Albuquer- 
que editor of criminal libel in connec- 
tion with editorials attacking former 
Chief Justice J. W. Parker, of the 
supreme court. 

Magee was sentenced to prison by 
Leahy, but was pardoned by then 
Governor James F. Hinkle, b-ore he 
commenced his prison term. 

Sent Magee to Jail. 

Because he eriticized, in other edi- 
torials, Leahy’s court, while other 
charges of criminal libel were pending, 
Judge ,Leahy hailed Magee into his 
court on charges of contempt in July, 


1924, and sentenced him to three 
months’ imprisonment. The Albuquer- 
que editor served a day and a night 
in jail before Governor Hinkle again 
granted him a pardon. 

In the contempt case, the enmity 
between Leahy and Magee reached its 
height when Magee declared in reply 
to the judge’s query about his defense 
that “this is noe court.” Leahy then 
pronounced his sentence, branding 
Magee with a number .of degratory 
terms. 

Editor of Albuquerque Paper. 

Magee is the editor of the New Mex- 
ico State Tribune, of Albuquerque. 
Before coming to New Mexico he lived 
in Tulsa, Okla. Te has been promi- 
rnent in New Mexico polities for many 
years and in the 1924 democratic pri- 
mary he was a_ candidate for’ the 
United States senate. 

He gained considerable attention in 
his testimony before the senate com- 
mittee investigating the Teapot Dome 
oil leases.

house gas distillation bill. 

Bills Passed Quickly. 

Beginning at 8. o'clock Friday 
night the senate in rapid-fire order 
passed bills until a motion by Sena- 
tor J. R. Hutcheson, 39th, for ad 
journment, brought an erd to the 
night’s session with the calendar of 
the senate practically cleared of house 
bills, except for the four mentioned 
above. 

Y The senate today will consider a 
héuse resolution to adjourn sine die at 
6 o'clock this afternoon. This resolu- 
tion was brought over from the house 
Friday night, and a move promptly 
made to table it, there béing consider- 
able opposition expressed to the meas- 
ure, as some senators voiced the opin- 
ion the assembly should stay in ses- 
sion until the vitally important meas- 
ures, such as the money bill, have 
been acted upon finally. 

House Bills Passed. 

House bills of importance which 
passed the senate almost unanimous- 
ly Friday night follow:

4 ATLANTA BILLS 


Candidates for Legisla- 
ture and Judges Must 
Specify Incumbent They 
Wish To Succeed. 


‘our bills affecting Atlanta were 
passed by the legislature Friday. 

One was a house bill, passed by the 
lower house two weeks ago, which 
provides that candidates for the leg- 
islature must specify the incumbent 
they wish to succeed. The bill was 
transmitted to the senate, and there 
amended to make it also apply to can- 
didates for judges of the superior 
court. The house Friday night passed 
the bill as amended. The measure 
applies only to Fulton county in that 
it is applicable only to counties of 
200,000 or more population. 

A senate bill providing that munici- 
palities may sell their public utilities 
was passed in the house by a vote of 
107 to. 5. This measure met with 
opposition from an Atlanta faction 
that contended it might open the way 
toward sale of the Atlanta water- 
works, a bid for this utility having 
recently been submitted to Mayor 
Sims. However, its supporters stated 
that the bill provides that the legis- 
lation shall not conflict with pro- 
visions of city charters, and that the 
charter of the city of Atlanta forbids 
sale of the waterworks. 

Still another measure of interest 
here was the passage of the senate 
bill which would enable insurance 
companies to invest not more than 25 
per cent of their assets in home office 
buildings erected in eorgia. At 
present they are allowed to expend 
for this purpose an amount not in ex- 
cess of their capital stock. It was 
pointed out that the new. law may at- 
tract to Atlanta the home offices of 
several insurance companies which 
now have home offices out of the 
state and which have small capita] 
stock and heavy assets.

5 Bulls Hamstrung and Slain! 


EACH FAMILY IN TRIBE FINED 100 FRANCS 


As Riff Token of Surrender

Fez, French Morocco, August 21.— | 
Five bulls were hamstrung and killed 
before General Simon and his_ staff 
as a mark of surrender of 300 men, 
women. and children of the Oulez 
tribe to the French army. 

Submission «° Moroccan tribes usu- 
ally is accompanied by flamboyant 


ceremony and fantastic native rites. 
The QOulez, an important faction of 
the larger Tsoul tribe, arrived at the 
French post at Oued Amelil, accom- 
panied by thei: families and led by a 
venerable, white-bearded caid. They 
had had a long, tedious journey. Their 
faces were covered with perspiration, 
but their discomfort did not prevent 
the solemnity of the occasion being 
observed. 

In grave tones emphasized by dra- 
matic gestures, the caid explained why 
the Oulez had battled on the side of 
the Riffians and against the French. 
It. was the same old story of obliga- 
tion to follow their chief and of love 
of France, despite their hostile econ- 
duct. The caid explained that the 
Oulez loved France because the 
French © had rescued Morocco from 
anarchy and had given thei great 
prosperity. He bowed low befove Gen- 
eral Simon and asked the benedictions 
of Allah to descend on him. Then 
the caid’s family knelt on their carpets 
and prayed. Others followed them to 
their knees, while many women and 


children wept or indulged in formi- 
dable howling. 

With his face to the dust, the caid 
spoke as follows: 

“For us the bull is the symbol of 
strength and courage. In order to 


prove to you that we consider our- 
selves vanquished, we will sacrifice 
five bulls in your presence tomorrow, 
cutting the muscles of their legs he- 
fore kiliing them. 

“You are stronger than we. We 
have our leg muscles cut, our hands 
ent, but we know your kindness. You 
von’t kill us; won’t sacrifice us tu 
your vengeance. France is not venge- 
ful. Peace be with thee.” 

Then, with one gesture, the ‘mer 
threw their rifles and cartridges te 
the ground and departed, majestically 
draped in their white cloaks, while 
the women and children continued tu 
loment. 

Each family was fined 100 francs. 


Taza, French Morveco, August 21.— 
A wild mob of Arabs, Berbers and Is. 
raclites is trailing the French advance 
through northern Morocco, eager for a 
chance to fight in return for the 
privilege of pillaging the villages of 
the vanquished. 

The camp followers bear rifles in 
their hands and sacks, which they 
hope to fill with booty, on their shoul- 
ders. Old men and women accom 
pany the rabble and a few children 
trail along.

American General Pro- 
tested Efforts of Chil- 
eans To Prevent Sale of 
Peruvian Newspapers. 


Arica, Chile, August 21.—Three 
Peruvians were- beaten and an Ameri- 
can was struck following a protest 
by General John J. Pershing Friday 
against Chilean efforts to prevent the 
sale of a Peruvian newspaper here. 

A crowd of Chileans prevented the 
Peruvians from selling the . paper, 
whereupon the Peruvians sought 
refuge in Pershing’s doorway. Persh- 
ing went to Augustin Edwards, the 
Chilean member of the plebiscitary 
commission, and demanded that Chile 
protect Peruvians and others in Arica. 
Returning from his conference with 
Edwards, Pershing instructed the

The 
camera carriers posted themselves 
across the street from the Veruvians 
with the papers. 

A group of Chileans jostled the 
Peruvians and attempted to seize the 
papers, the two Americans clicking 
their cameras the while. Then came 
the rush to Pershiug’s doorway. 

Will Provide Protection. 

Chilean officials insist that they 
will. provide every protection for Pe- 
ruvians who wish to come ashore. 

General Pershing is in Arica as 
head of the plebiscitary commission 
which is to supervise the polling of 
two provinces, Tacna and Arica, on 
the question of remaining a part of 
Chile or entering the Peruvian re- 
public. The dispute dated from a 
war between the two countries at the 
conelusion of which it was agreed | 
that a plebiscite should be held.

Wrightsville, Ga., August 21.— é 
Charles G. Rawlings, of Sandersville, — 
charged with the murder of G. A... 
Tarbutton, wealthy planter of Joline 
son, county, February 17, late today © 
was found guilty by a jury with a 
recommendatjon --for mercy. This 
automatically carries a life sentence, 

The verdict was returned at 7 
o'clock tonight after the jury had con-_ 
sidered the case for nearly six hours, 
A. R. Brooks, foreman, delivered the 
verdict which read: “We find the de- 
fendant guilty of first-degree murder, 
and recommend mercy.” After the 
solicitor general polled the jury, Judge - 
Camp imposed sentence. 

Attorneys for Rawlings immediately 
filed appeal for a new trial and Octo- 
ber 17 was set as the date when Judge 
Camp will hear the motion. 

ollowing the verdict Rawlings was 
returned to the Wrightsville jail, 
where he has been confined since his 
indictment several months agu. 

Arguments Begun. 

Argument in the case was begun 
.zestenday afternoon, when Attopney 
Evans spoke an hour for the defense. 
He was followed by Solicitor Fred 
Kea for the state, who spoke for an 
hour. When court opened this morn- 


ing, Ernest Stephens, former. solicitor 
general of the Dublin superior cougt 


the accused man in the concluding ar- 
gument for the state.

He was followed by ex-Governor 
Thomas W. Hardwick, who made an 
impassioned plea to the jury for 
Rawlings’ freedom, charging that tae 
prosecution had been inspired by 
tives of Tarbutton who desired to 
collect $250,000 life insurance carried 
by Tarbutton and assigned to.

New York city is in the midst of 
the most exciting municipal cam- 
paign waged in that great metrop- 
-olis.in a decade. Mayor Hylan, the 
present democratic mayor, is a can- 
didate for the third-term nomina- 
tion. He has not the support of 


Tammany, however, and that is sup- | 


posed to be the party machine in 
that great democratic stronghold. 
On the other hand, he was elet¢ted 
for the second term by more than 
a half million majority, and 
naturally makes him a bit “chesty.” 
Added to this, and a strong newspa- 
per backing, Mayor Hylan is inclined 
to municipal ownership and opera- 
tion of subway transportation, and 
that gives him a radical following 


irrespective of party lines. The fact South 


is, the plan to be followed in impor- 
tant subway construction is the out- 
Standing issue of the campaign. 

For the democratic nomination 
Hylan is opposed by James J. Walk- 
er, who is an announced candidate 
of the Tammany organization.

PHYSIOLOGY OF THE SWEAT 
BATH

If I ever find a publisher who 
wants to get rich slowly I’m gonna 
get out a. series of books telling the 
unvarnished truth and omitting the 
usual hokum of health books. 1 shall 
begin with. an elementary or funda- 
mental work on the functions of the 
human body and I suppose I shall 
entitle this introductory volume 
Brady's Cynical Physiology. In fact 
the entire series I have in mind would 
be strictly cynical. IL hope to keep 
my books out of the hands of old 
women of either sex. 

Although I have repeatedly asserted 
that no poison or waste matter of con- 
sequence is ¢€liminated through the 
skin, that is, in the sweat, no one 
competent to debate the proposition 
has ventured to challenge the asser- 
tion. Mind, 1 say nothing of conse- 
quenee, which means practically no 
pyvison or waste matter. It is well 
known to physiologists that certain 
substances normally found in the urine 
are also found in the sweat, though 
in comparatively insignificant quanti- 
ties. In no cireumstance, in 
or in sickness is anything of a_ pois- 
onous character or any important 
amount of waste matter’ excreted 
through the skin, -im the sweat or 
otherwise. When some _ half-baked 
heaith experts or health department 
employees or “authorities” subsidized 
by bath tub manufacturers or other 
proprietary interests write up essays 
in which the unsophisticated layman 
is urged to bathe often and to assist 
the skin in doing its work, these inept 
writers are prone to fall in with popu- 
lar error, being more concerned about 
getting out stuff which will please 
their employers than they are about 
the real physiology or hygiene of the 
question. The skin ‘is practically not 
an excretory organ—practically, I 
say—and anybody who bathes with 
the idea that he helps the skin “do 
its work” simply betrays his ignorance 
of physiology. 

If there is one popular error which 
is almost unassailable it is the notion 
that some kind of “poison” or “‘waste 
matter” may be eliminatea through 
the agency of a Turkish bath or some 
other ferm of sweat bath, whether 
the heat be applied in the form of 
electrie lamps (electric eabinet 
bakes’), or dry hot air bath or steam 
bath or hot: pack er hot mud or 
what not. People who complacently 
necept the meaningless diagnosis of 
“rheumatism,” or still worse 
ritis,” as an explanation of their trou- 
bie are especially fond of the illusion 
that such baths “eliminate” some 
vague “poison.” 

These various kinds of sweat baths 
are still employed by physicians in 
the treatment of certain cases of 
Bright’s disease, and no donbt some 
good doctors who have not kept “up” 
on physiology harbor a vague fancy 
that such baths induce the elimina- 
tion of nitrogenous substances—)ust 
what substance or why it should be 
eliminated is part ct the mystery. 
It is difficult to obtain any definite 
opinion about that; the doctors who 
still cherish this notion are diffident 
about putting their views into words, 
just as are the old fogies who. still 
talk about ‘“‘colds.” 

This is what the sweat bath does: 
It induces an increased blood flow, an 
increased metabolism (oxidation pro- 
cess in the tissues) and the conse- 
quent combustion of more tissue sub- 
stance or fuel, which naturally brings 
about the formation of more acid 
combustion products, chiefly carbon 
dioxid. These acid combustion prod- 
ucts, ecarbonie acid, cte., escape from 
the body mainly through the lungs, 
and in less quantity through the urine 
and in the least quantity through the 
sweat. When these acid combusilion 
products have been eliminated from 
the blood the blood will be left more 
alkaline. And this is the beneficent 
effect of the sweat bath—it. helps the 
body to oppose acidosis and maintain 
a relative alkalosis, chiefly beeause 
of the elimination of carbon dioxid. 

Now, then, well folks—I am al- 
ways addressing well folks. and my 
suggestions or teachings are not in- 
tended for sick folks—people who 
wish to keep well should grasp this 
physiological principle firmly and re- 
members that, after all, the best way 
to oppose acidosis and blow off the 
excess of carbon dioxid is, you knew, 
gosh, I blush to harp on this so much, 
a reasonable amount of exercise regu- 
larly, and that, for the average fel- 
low, means two miles of oxygen on 
the hoof three times a day, or its 
equivalent in any other form.

fatally shot. Tanner claimed the shot- 
gun he was carrying was discharged 
accidentally when he stumbled, the 
load striking Tarbutton’s head. 

Rawlings, who was walking behind 
Tanner, stated he did not see the 
actual shooting, but when he heard 
the report cf the gun, Tanner was on 
the ground, and Tarbutton was fall- 
ing. 

At the instance of Tarbutton’s son, 
the case was investigated with the re- 
sult that Tanner was charged with 
the murder of Tarbutton and Raw- 
lings was ordered held as accessory. 

At a preliminary hearing before 
justices, each case being tried sep- 
arately, Tanner was ordered held, and 
Rawlings was freed. Later the John- 
son county grand jury indicted. both 
Tanner and Rawlings tor murder. 

Rawlings is a prominent banker ot 
Sandersville and a member of a well- 
known Georgia family. 

It is said that Rawlings’ joint farm- 
ing operations with Tarbutton in- 
eluded about 30,000 acres of land.

A bill concerning the old cotton tax, 
illegally imposed shortly after the war 
between the states, and calling for its 
refund by the United States, wis 
passed, 103 to 2. 

The final bill passed by the house 
Friday night was one requiring coun- 
ty school systems and other inde- 
pendent systems which receive money 
direct from the state, to submit a 
budget to the state school superinten- 
dent once a year showing their antici- 
pated revenue and expenditures. The 
vote on this measure was 108 to 8 

$800,000 Year Increase. 

When the house took up the appro- 
priations bill. Friday morning, Bar- 
rett, of Stephens, chairman of the ap- 
propriations committee, pointed out 
that the senate had amended the act 
so as to add approximately $800,000 
for each of the next two years, which 
would create a deficit of a million 
dollars in 1926 and two millions in 
1927. 

“Kill these amendments now,” he 
urged, “for if much time is consumed 
in debating them we face the prospec 
of failure to pass the entire bill ane 
of the necessity of an extra session.” 
‘The house then proceeded to vote 
down in rapid order all senate amend- 
ments, including an increase in .the 
appropriation for the State Collee of 
Agriculture from $110, annually in 
1926 and 1927, as fixed by the house, 
to $135,000 annually.

Maryville, Tenn., August 21.—(4)—

Issues Challenge to Sheriff. 

The writer of the letter challenged 
the sheriff to urge the wome: ~<) the 
two towns to “holler” whei, ap- 
peared, as that would give hi:.. . op- 
portunity to shoot them. 

_“I wish you would tell some of these 
girls to holler, so I can have the fun 
of shooting them. Can’t shoot a wom- 
an unless she gives me an excuse,” 
a paragraph in the letter reads. 

The state insisted that the letter 
was a threat to shoot and kill. women, 
and that the shooting of Ada Wells, 
at the time her husband was fatally 
wounded, was a fulfillme.t of that 
threat.

Washington, August 21.—(#)—The 
commerce department tonight made 
public a questionnaire for radio lis- 
teners-in/fto aid it in studying the ef- 
fects of the superpower broadcasting 
of station WGY, of Schenectady, on 
August 22, 24 and 25. 

The department hoe. granted the 
General Electric company’s Schenec- 
tady station an experimental license, 
authorizing the use for those three 
nights of 50,000 watts, 10 times the 
power ever before authorized by the 
department. 

Through the three nights’ tests, de- 
partment radio experts hope to satisfy 
themselves as to whether use of such 
high power in radio broadcasting will 
blanket the air and render other 
broadcasting stations ineffective, or 
whether, if such stations are erected 
several miles from centers of popula- 
tion, the smaller broadcasting sta- 
tions may not continue their present 
utility.

Grave of Lawson 


Will Be Marked 


By Simple Stone 


Chicago, August 21.—(?)—No pre- 
tentious monument will mark the 
grave in Graceland cemetery where 
Victor F. Lawson, publisher of the 
Chicago Daily News, will be buried 
Monday. 

Only a marker, carved with the 
dates of his birth ‘and death, will be 
placed at the head of the grave, in 
keeping with his antipathy for a 
posthumous renown. His wife’s body 
will be disinterred and placed beside 
his in one of the two lots he owned 
in the cemetery. The funeral services 
wil] be held at 11 a. m. Monday in 
the New England Congregational 
church, of which he was a member. 

Tributes and expressions of con- 
dolence from leaders in all walks of 
life continued today to pour into the 
office of The Daily News, including 
messages from President Coolidge, 
Vice President Charles G. Dawes, 
Melville E. Stone, counsellor of the 
Associated Press, his former business 
partner and associate in founding the 
Associated Press, Frank B. Noyes, 
president, and Kent Cooper, general 
manager of the Associated Press.

New York, August 21.—The cotton 
t arket has been very quiet during the 
past week. earish sentiment based 
upon the tendency to increase esti 
mates of the crop and expectations 
that the rapidly increasing new crop 
movement will eventually weigh down 
the market, has been very freely ex- 
pressed.

The new crop move- 
ment is increasing, reflecting the rel- 
utive earliness of the crop, but so far 
comparatively little hedge selling has 
been reported here to augment the 
supply of eontracts.

James Bowron, chairman of Gulf States 
Steel, takes the view that, although demand 
for steel has improved recently, the gain 
has not heen so0 great as seme reports in- 
dicate.

He Will Use in Enforcing 


National Prohibition Statute 


Five Distinct Steps To 
Be Taken by Him in At- 
tempt to Put Bootleg In- 
dustry Out of Business. 


BY THOMAS L. STOKES. 

Washington, August 21.—For the 
first time. the government is looking 
the problem of prohibition enforce- 
ment squarely in the face.’ This is 
the real meaning of the new machin- 
ery, whose 24 regional directors nave 
been named by Lincoln C. Andrews. 
dry chief, and whose elaborate checks 
and sateguards came as a surprise 
; During the regime of Prohibition 
Commissioner Roy A. Haynes, the 
formal statements regarding co7ditions 
were all optimistic. Andrews, in one 
peragraph of his statement Friday, 
took notice officially for the fir-t 
time ef the real situation and then 
proceeded@to outline the government's 
new wachinery. which provides a se 
eret service staff, an array of coucsel 
to aid directors, and several ex-sol 
diers to advise concerning coast guaru 
operations against rum runners, 

Statement of Andrews. 

“The nationa) prohibition laws make 
it unlawful to supply alcoholic bev- 
erazges to those who want to buy 
them.” Andrews said. 

“The big demand for these bever- 
nges creates a ready market, and un- 
cer the economic law of supply and 
demand the business of selling to this 
merket has been established. This out- 
law business, in all its manifestations, 
is the real encmy of government and 
society. Its elimination is the maiao 
ebjective for the federal forces” 

There's the ultimatum. 
skeleton of the machinery which will 
attempt to carry it out: 

At the top, directing activities with 
authority, Andrews himself, ar 
ex-soldier who organized the military 
police in France. 

Under him, 24 directors, with full 
command of enforcement in their dis- 
tricts. 

New Subsidiary Agencies. 

These new outside agencies as sub- 
Bidiaries : 

A chief prohibition 
whose duty it will be to develop in- 
ternational cases and to overlook the 
field forces’ operations, especially 
coast guard activity against rum-run- 
hers. 

Walton A. Green, a Wall Street 
broker, former associate of Andrews 
in France, was named to this post, 
which is in reality director of a large 
secret service. 

One attorney for each of the 24 di- 
rectors and for each assistant direc- 
tor, who will supervise cases brought 
in the different divisions, in order to 
make them air-tight. Manv cases are 
thrown out now because of poor prep-

to the big operators whose lines ex- 
tend into foreign sources of supply 
}and into broad fields of distribution. 
| None of these operations that are 
| big enough to be more than matters 
for local police control can be car- 
| ried on except through conspiracies 
{to violate the laws. These conspira- 
cies involve many persons in various 
walks of life. All are guilty. 

“Among these persons, the final dis- 
tributor is of least importance. In 
fact, he is of no importance to the 
federal government, except as he fur- 
nishes a line of approach to the boot- 
leg operator whom he represents.” 

Took Only Seven Outsiders. 

In selecting the regional directors 
Andrews went outside of the present 
personnel in only seven’ instances, 
which -was fewer than expecied. ‘The 
new directors will assume office Sep- 
tember 1, when the reorganization be- 
comes effective. 

Of these seven, five were ex-soldiers, 
one a railroad traffic manager, and 
the other an official of the internal 
revenue bureau.

Boston, August 21.—Official New 
England became “steamed up” over, 
the coal situation Friday, and: when 
cool evening arrived bad presented the 
six states with a permanent commit- 
tee whose object will be to “free New 
ee from the slaiery of anthra- 
cite.” 

John Hays Hammond, head of the 
former federal coal commission, was 
selected chairman, and accepted. 

Hammond did more than accept the 
chairmanship. In an addres< hefore 
Representatives of the New England 
states, he hurled a challenge inio ine 
ranks of both operators and miners. 
Ile wound up with the fighting an- 
nouncement: “We can now say to 
the anthracite industry that we're not 
dependent on them.” 

“There will be no strike,” was the 

gist of Hammond's address.’ “Substi- 
tutes will be increasingly used for the 
commodity in proportion to the per- 
sistence of strike threats.” 
_ “The operators and miners are both 
in the same boat,” he declared, “and 
know that chronic disorder in their 
industry will deprive them of their 
markets and drive consumers to the 
use of substitutes.” 

The temper of tlie gathering at the 
state house was distinctly in favor of 
definite action on the suggestion of 
Governor Fuller, of Massachusetts, 
that “New England arouse and free 
itself from the slavery of anthracite.” 
“There are substitutes that have 
given splendid satisfaction,” he said, 
in explaining the use of them in state 
institutions here.

not lag far behind Palmer stadium at Princeton. Certainly it is more 
comfortable than the latter stand, but no more so than the Pennsylvania 
one.

Tech does not have 

a gymnasium building, so plans are quite prevalent at the

HE development of the athletic field and the construction of a prac-

The pistol with four 
empty eartrides was found lying sev- 
eral feet from -the spot where ‘Rain- 
water's body was found when a pass 
ing motorist stopped to investigate 
the apparently unoccupied automobile 
standing by the highway.

The latter is making. a study 
of finger prints found on the wind- 
shield of Rainwater’s automobile . 

The four wounds found on the dead 
nan's head were within a space of 
two inches. Powder burns from each 
showed the bullets had been fired a 
close range. Only one of the bullets 
ienetrated the brain.

‘ing Spots for Heavier- 
Than-Air Machines 
Unsafe. 


Washington, August 21.—(H— 
Lighter-than-air machines like the 
dirigibles Shenandoah and Los An- 
geles are, in the opinion of Command- 
er Donald B. MacMillan, the type of 
eraft best suited to overcome the ice 


hazards that the far north presents. 
The continually drifting ice floes 
make uncertain the landing of heavier- 
than-air machines, as one day a fjord 
may be open only to be ice-bound the 
next. 

Under auch conditions, he said, a 
cache established by an airplane “is 
not a help but a menace, for if de- 
pended upon, and a plane arrives out 
of fuel, destruction is certain.” 

This message, received by the Na- 
tional Geographic society late yester- 
day, made no mention of how long 
the explorer expected to remain in 
the Arctic regions now that it has 
been definitely decided to abandon 
efforts fly over the uncharted polar 
regiong, lowever, in a dispatch re- 
ceived by Daniel W. Hoegg, managing 
editor of the Portland (Maine) Eve- 


ning Express, Commander MacMillan 
expressed the hope of returning next 


month.

It also was learned that Lieuten- 
ant Commander Byrd, in charge of the 
navy planes with the party, was still 
hoping for one more chance to try his 
planes against the northern ice bar- 
riers. 

The navy flier was not wholly con- 
vineed of the futility of further ef- 
forts and is anxious to make one more 
flight with maximum loads before ad- 
mitting that the task could not be 
done. 

With the polar flight called off the 
expedition is expected to carry out 
its fourth exploration promptly. as it 
now has two airplanes in serviceable 
condition.

Washington, August 21.—()—On 
September 28. at 10:44 p. m.. Green- 
wich civii time, the sun will cross 
the equator going south in the con- 
stellation of Virgo. Autumn will thea 
begin in the northern hemisphere and 
spring in the southeastern hemisphere. 
The planet Mars, which has been too 
close to the sun to be seen for some 
weeks, will be in conjunction with the 
sun in #ptember 13. It will be at 
its greatest distance from the earth 
on September 4, when it will be about 
247.500,000 miles awty. 

One of the features of the skies on 
September nights, says a bulletin by 
the American Nature association, is 
the northern cross in the milky way 
and surrounded by a field of stars of 
great beauty. From mid-latitudes of 
the northern hemisphere, at 9 in the 
evening, one may see athwart the 
meridian and directly overhead this 
cross in the constellation of Cygnus, 
the Swan. Adjoining it on the east 
is the small constellation of Lyre, the 
Harp, with its brilliant Vega. 

Unlike Crux, the Southern Cross, 
pride of the southern hemisphere, 
which is remarkably small and com- 
pam, the Northern Cross is large and 
somewhat crude and irregular in out- 
line. Both have for backgrounds ex- 
ceptionally brilliant fields of stars 
in the milky way. There are found, 
also numerous dark nebulous regions 
like dark holes or “coal sacks‘ among 
the brilliant star clouds. 

Astronomers know these seeming 
gaps and chasms in the dense, starry 
backgrounds of both northern and ' 
southern cross are vast clouds of dark 
meteoric, dust-like particles swirling 


> 


through space and thrown into relief 
against a brilliant background of } 
stars. They owur everywhere through- | 
out the milky way, but are particu- | 
larly in evidence in Cygnus, in the, 
vicinity of the northern cross, as well ! 
as near Crux, the southern cross. 

In the east will be seen that con- 
figuration always associated with the 
fall season—as is Leo with the begin- 
ning of spring—the great square in 
Pegasus with the three second magni- 
tude stars of Andromeda adjoining 
Pegasus on the east, the most west- 
erly of the three stars in Andromeda 
forming the northwest corner of the 
great square.

Spirit and Weigh Rat’s Soul

New York, August 21.—Strange 
dgings impend at the psychical and 
spiritualistic field days here this week. 

In plain view of all, with nothing 
up their sleeves, psychical research 
experts plan to weigh the soul of a 
rat and to photograph the astral body 
of a cat. P 

The experiments, of course, are pre- 
supposed on the theory that a rat has 
a soul and a cat an astral body. Dr. 
Hereward Carrington, who will direct 
the experiments and who has staged 
the whole demonstration of both fake 
and seemingly genuine psychic phe- 
nomena at a hotel here in the largest 
thing of its kind ever attempted pub- 
licly, doesn’t promise to produce 
either, but everyone has hopes. 

You understand, of course, that all 
God’s chilluns has astral bodies, re- 
gardless of whether the beasts and 
birdies have or not. The astral bodies 
are hitched to us by cords of ecot- 
opasm or something of the sort and 
are completely invisible to the nude 
eye. In all periods of unconscious- 
ness, the astral body checks, out, but 
remains adjacent, being attached by 
the cord which is six or seven feet 
long. In death the cord’is cut and 
the astral body goes roaming off inte 
whatever verdant pastures it chooses. 

There is, says Dr. Carrington, the 
American authority on psychic phe- 
nomena, a great deal of evidence for 
this theory. 

Thus, in the case of the cat, the 
idea will be first to.make the critter 
unconscious. The astral body, if any, 
will be forced into a prepared atmos- 
phere where it will’ be subject to 
ionization.
